WARRANT AGAINST 
LOCAL DOC1LOR.

IN CONNEXION WITH A’ 
DRUG PROSECUTION 


That a warrant had been issued 
for tho Arrest of o local medical 
practitioner, Dr. Lee Tin-sik, of 
No, 33 Queen’s Road Central, was 
reveoled at the Kowloon Magistracy 
yesterday afternoon when three 
men, K. Fujil, S. Morishta and To | 
Chiu-kong, and a woman named Tso 
Slu-ying, were charged betore Mr. | 
Butters with belng in unlawful 
possession of heroin, cocaine and 
pills at No, 676 Nathan Road on 
January 18. : 


‘Mr. H. A. Taylor, of the Imports 
and Exports Department, appeared 
for the prosecution. 


The drugs, it was alleged, were 
found on the second floor of No. 
676 Nathan Rond on January 18 
when Rovenuc Officers carried out 
a raid on the premises. The de-|| 
fendants were found ‘there, ‘and o 
search of the place revenled a com- 
plete héroin pill-niaking apparatus 
with the various ingredients needed 
for such.an operation. 


The Inbel of the King’s Disyen: 
sary was affixed to some of tho bot- 
tles found, and it was allegod that 
the drugs were bought from this 
dispensary in the name of Dr. Lee 
Tin-sik. 


It was stated that after the 
defendants had bean arrested 
and after investigations hand been 
made, Dr. Lee was summoned 
to appear before Mr. Butters 
on a charge of supplying drugs 
but did 
not appear. Dr. Lee could not 
now -be found, and a warrant had 
been therefore issued for his arrest. 


Revenue Officer's Evidence. 


Giving evidence yesterday, Re- 
venue Officer W. G. Humphreys said 
that on January 18, accompanied by 
Mr, Taylor, he went to the second 
floor of No. 676 Nathan Road where 
he found all the defendants. He 
obtained admittance on the pretext 
of. having gone there to fix the 
lelectric lights. 


A complete apparatus for the 
making of heroin pills was dis- 
j covered on the premises with varl- 
‘ous ingredients, all of which were 
seized by the Revenue Officers. 


Asked if he had any questions to 
put to witness, the first defendant 
caused some amusement by reply- 
ving, “I am sorry to have caused 
your Worship so much trouble!" 


Mr. Taylor gave corroborative | 
eviaence, while Lau Siu-ting, a 
rent-collector, testified that the 
| third defendant, To Chiu-kong, paid - 
the rent. . 


The two Japanesé defendants 
stated that ‘all the drugs belonged 
to 8 man who was not in the Colony. 
They said they did not know any- 
thing about them. % 


The third defendant, a Shanghai 
man, denied all knowledge of the 
drugs. He said a friend of his 
hud asked him to look fora flat in 
Kowloon, and after he had done 50, 
the first defendant said he wanted 
to be # Bub-tenant. This was ar- | 
ranged, but he himself did not 
know anything about the drugs. 

The fourth defendant claimed to 


und said that she arrived in the 
Colony oniy one day‘ befora the 
arrest. 


After hearing all the evidence, | 
his Worship convicted the firat 
three defendants and discharged 
the woman.

Electricity tnatend of gold as 
the American standard of value 
for all monetary  transactlons, 
both public and privnte, was ad- 
vocated by Dr. John P, Norton 
at the opening session ‘of the 
American Society for the Ar- 
yancement of ‘Scienco, 


In recommending that the 
United States should reliquish the 
gold standard and adopt an clec- 
trical unit in the: form of “kilo- 
watt hours" in Its place, Dr. 
Norton asserted that the absolute 
stability of such new money and 
the reduction by a quarter of tha 
national debt would be two great 
benefits derived. 


"To start the system in opera- 
tion,” he naid, legislation would be 
neaded to define the standard of 
value within the United States as 
the electric dollnr, which will be 
legal tender for all transactions 
or contracts with durations of 
teas than five years 


The Edison Dollar. 


“The electric dollar, or Edieon 
dollar asx we could call it) in 
honour of the great inventor In 
the field of electricity, might be 
defined as 40 kilowatt hours.” 


He oxplained that a kilowatt 
hour was the anme in quantily 
and quality everywhere, and the 
averaye cost of production did 
not vary greatly. 


“The present bond-secured bank 
notes," he added, “arise by banks 
depositing: gold bonds with the 
United States Treasury ngainst 
which bik notes are issued and 
pass into monetary circulation 
and in a similar way — electric 
light companies would deposit 
with the Treasury futures in kilo- 
watt hours; that is, their promise 
to deliver kilowatt hours in future 
against which the Government 
would detiver electric dollars, 


“The bond held by the Gov- 
ernment for the performance of 
ultimate redemption would be a 
lien ahead of all obligations on 
the property of electric corpora- 


tions.” 
Dr, Norton insisted that the 
‘ new standard of value would 


cHminate qold fluctuations, which 
he regarded as one of the weak 
spote of the gold standard.

told purpose, to reveal the charne- 
ter of God to Israel] and’ hénce 
through Isracl to the world, and 
to propare for the coming of Jesus 
Christ ‘in tho fulness of time.” 
It has rightly been naid that the 
Old Testament emphasisca one 
aspect of God's character, His 


holiness; the New Testament an- 


other, His love. It 1s Inipossible 
fullytu understand God's love 
without first underatanding His 
righteousness. It is quite wrong 
to helleve that the God of the Old 
Testament {a 2 different belng 
from the God of the New Testa- 
ment or to nay Irreverently that’ 
“God has improved”, To say or 
affirm thin is to show only a 
shallow appreciation of the char- 
acter of God, It is a superficial 
and hence incorrect view. The God 
of the Old Testament was the God 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. 


In order to understand the 
writings of the Old Testament {t fs 
necessary to got a glimpre of the 
practices of the  surroundinse 
nations, Why was It that God had 
to keep Iarnel so separate from 
these nations? We now know 
from archacology that their 
practices have not in any way 
heen painted too darkty in the 
Bible. Hideous orgies, foul in- 
itintiona and unspeakable cruelty 
were everyday occurencies. So 
foul and abominable were some of 
the things perpetrated that they 
conld not now be even spoken of. 
Among the Israclites themselves 
there was a very much higher 
standard, but we must not imauine 


| that they were as a whole moral 


people or that the thoughts of the 


ordinary man were auch as are ex. 
pressed in the Psalma, far other- 
wise. The Psalms and propheta 


revenl to us the summit. not the 

rerage, of conduct and thousht. 
1 chose three methods of 
revealing Himself and His holin- 
The first two, the civil and 
veremonial law were given con- 
currently. The chyil, law was 
given to teach man the rightcous- 
ness of God in a direct way and te 
quicken his) moral sense, The 
ceremonial law. whieh gave rules

purpose God raised up the propbets 
who were God's special messen gers 
to shew wherein the people had 
misunderstood or failed. in’ the 
keeping of the law.

Ef 
us some critics state, the civil and 
ceremonial law is to be dated after 
the prophets have begun preaching 
and ia based on that preaching, 
there is no unity to be found in the 
Ol Testament, but only confusion, 

The socalled “moral diMfcalties” 
in the Old Testament are really 
only such hecause we have failed 
to appreciate the facts of the case. 
Itis impossible here to go into 
them in detail, but perhaps the 
following hints will enable the 
reader to solve them himaclf. If 
the Bible is to meet man’s decpest 
need, it must touch the depths to 
which he has fallen. God is con- 
cerned not only with principles but 
also with details. Mankind is not 
a set of separate individuals, but 
in so closcly bound together that 
what affects one will affect 
another. Lastly the important 
principle of “pour encourager lea 
autres” that fs, examples are made 
as a warning to others. 

God separated Israel] and made 
her a distinct nation that she 
should be a witness to His being 
the True and Only God and was 
all the time preparing her by the 
prophets and by mens of the 
types for the coming of the One 
who should be the world’s Saviour. 
This Saviour or Messiah as Ne 
was called by the Jews was the 
object of desire of all the outstand- 
ing writers in the Old Testament. 
We who have been privileged to 
look back on Ifis coming can learn 
much by looking, at the desires, 
hopes and fears of those who 
“having not seen “have yet be- 
lieved”, We have in the Old 
Tostament 1 wonderful picture of 
the coming Christ, of His gracious 
life, His suffering and His death, 
and of the kingdom which shall 
someday be Wis. It may not be 
amiss to give here an illustration.

JAPANESE - PLAN 
ATTACK 


Tokyo, Feb. 3. 

At question time in the Dict 
yesterday the Minister of War de- 
clnred that Kwantung army had 
decided to suppress 90,000 bandit 
troops in Jehol fn co-operation with 
Manchukuo troops, though some of 
the bandits were expected to sur- 
render before the. expedition 
started. 

Press reports of General Araki's 
statement are not clear, the Asahi 
quoting him as saying that the 
Kwantung Army had ~ decided 
shortly to suppress those which 
failed to surrender and the Nichi 
Nichi and others are less definite. 

The statement was made at nr 
mecting of the Budget Committee 
of the Lower House In reply to an. 
interpellation on the present situa- 
tion at Jehol. 

According to official stenographic

Behind 
the campaign tics the sinister in- 
fluence of the LR.A., which has 
fearlessly thrown down-the gaunt- 

Iet to the Free State Government 
in this matter. *. : : 

The ban ranges from .boer to 
sweets; even chemists’ aupplics, 
stationery and New. Year's cards 
are forbidden. Information has 
reached Belfast that the Boycott 
League in Sligo mtects weekly tn 
the Town Hall there to receive the 
reports of the convassers. 

A remarkable report was pre- 


sented at the last meeting. An 


extract therefrom states: 

Reports were considered from 
ecanvassers who had been ap- 
pointed to interview shopkeepers 
during the week, and {t was stated 
that out of 56 licensed houses 
visited by members of the League 
three proprietors refused ab- 
solutely to consider the question 
of boycotting British ales; 17 
varied very, much in thelr en- 
thusiasm about it, their diMculty 
being: that they might be at a 
loss if other traders were allow- 
ed to deal in this beer. Some of 
these business men also referred 
to their Association, and while 
expressing their sympathy with 
the movement, refused to: give 
an definite pledge. 

In 29 bars the ownerr = stated 
they would sell British ale, which 
they had in stock, and would: not 
order any more. In seven houses 
this ale wars not stocked and 
would not be stocked, It was de- 
cided that in the case of one 
proprietor who refused informa- 
tion to canvassers other members 
of the League should call on him.
